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Separate board faced 
with large fee increase 
in Edmonton schools 


St. Albert protestant 
school district is faced with 
a substantial increase in 
tuition fees for local stu- 
dents attending special 
classes in Edmonton public 
schools, 

The largest increase in 
fees is at L, Y, Cairns where 
non-resident tuition fees for 
the 1971-72 school year have 
almost doubled to $660 per 
student, 

Elmer Gish, superintene 
dent of schools, St, Albert 
protestant district, is to 
make representation to the 
department of education and 
request the province foot the 
total cost of sending students 
to L. Y, Cairns, At present 
the province and district #6 
share the cost 

Students attending special 
classes at W. P, Wagner, 
McKay Avenue and special 
vocational classes at Vic 
Comp, share their tuition 
cost with the district on a 
50-50 basis, Fees at Wagner 
are set at $270 for the new 
term, an increase of $110 
over last year’s cost. 

Generally speaking the 
board pays in full the fees 
of those students whom they 
cannot academically provide 
for in the district schools, 
In this category are students 
attending special oppor- 
tunity classes at Cairns and 
those attending schools for 
the retarded, 

The board pays half of 
tuition fees for students en- 
rolled in special programs 
at W, P, Wagner, McKay 
Avenue and some special 
vocational classes at Vic 
Composite. 

In explaining the district 
policy Mr, D, Thomas stres- 
sed that only those students 
are sponsored whom the dis- 
trict cannot provide a pros 
gram for, A student wishing 
to take a course not offered 
at Paul Kane but who could 
be accommodated in an al-

ternative program at the 
local school would not have 
his tuition fee paid by the 
district, Financial aid is 
limited to those who cannot 
be ~ducated in the St, Albert 
system, 

The large fee increase at 
Cairns is due totwo factors, 
the first being that in early 
1970 there had not been a 
proper opportunity to assess 
the costs of operating the 
school and these costs tur- 
ned out to be greater than 
anticipated, it was noted in 
a memo from T, W, Meen, 
association superintendent, 
business administration, 
Edmonton public — school 
board, 

Mr. Meen said originally 
a pupll-teacher ratio of 10:1 
was used, whereas this tur- 
ned out to be 8:1, Utility 
costs amounted to $60 per 
year per pupil, which was 
far higher than normal for 
this size of school, Voca- 


tional supplies _ totalled 
$30,000 which was offset 
by only $12,000 in customer 
service revenues, 

Mr. Meen pointed out that 
the second factor is that 
neither the vocational nor 
the special class teacher 
grants were subject to anin- 
flation factor this year, In 
the case of L, Y, Cairns 
students, these grants acc- 
ount for over one-half of the 
revenue, 

Mr. Meen said a separate 
non-resident fee structure 
is proposed for W, P, Wag- 
ner students this year, The 
fee of $270 is $100 higher 
than for other high school 
students primarily because 
the facilities and programs 
are from a cost point of 
view similar in nature to a 
vocational high school but 
the students in the first year 
of the program qualify for 
Support under the Foundas 
tion program as ifthey were 
junior high students,

We need not only to occupy ourselves and provide 
activity for our children, we need to provide activity 
in which we can join our children, activity in which we 
share a mutual interest and which we can strive for a 
common goal, Through such activity we can teach by 
example, 

By not giving enough time to our youngsters, by not 
providing wholesome and friendly guidance during their 
formative years, by not showing our concern with their 
interests, their problems, their aspirations, have we 
not planted the seed for disillusionment and escapism? 

If we are good parents we would not resort to the 
lame excuse: “TI just don’t have the time,” Instead, we 
would make time for this important responsibility, 

It has long been recognized that keeping a boy active 
is the best way to insure his development in the proper 
direction, _ 

Minor baseball -~ which is being recognized across 
Canada during the week of June 27 through observance 
of Amateur Baseball Week -- provides one of the best 
opportunities for activity of this type that we have today, 
It brings parents and youngsters together in a program 
both can enjoy and which will help them build firm, 
lasting companionship and mutual understanding, 

Minor baseball is a method of positive action to make 
better men of today’s boys, It is not the panacea for all 
the problems boys face, but it is a tool, a medium whose 
effectiveness in the development of youth has been 
proven, 

If we want better men to make a better world, then

We salute the Canadian Federation of Amateur Base- 
ball, the provincial baseball organizations and all those 
dedicated people on the local scene who give ungrudg~ 
ingly of their time, ability and finances to provide

Suggests ways of improving 
quality of dugout water 


--Issued by the District 
Agriculturist’s office. 

Keeping a dugout free of 
algae, weeds and leaves will 
improve its taste, eliminate 
odor and prevent soil iron 
from dissolving in the water. 

Algae are microscopic 
plants which give the water 
a greenish tinge when only 
a few are present, A heavy 
growth causes scum toform 
and increases the corros- 
iveness and toxicity of the 
water, A bluish tinge to the 
water indicates a highly 
poisonous algae variety, and 
the water should not be used 
until it has been treated and 
the bluish color has disapp- 
eared, 

Decaying algae, weeds and 
leaves increase water 
acidity which causes soil 
iron to dissolve inthe water, 
Also, various species ofiron 


bacteria will grow in the 
water, These may damage 
plumbing fixtures and other 
metal, A brown slime in 
pipes and other fixtures is an 
indication that this organism 
is present, 

Wes Glenn, agricultural 
extension engineer with the 
Alberta department of agri- 
culture, recommends an ale 
gicide such as copper sul- 
phate or CMU (chlorophenyl 
Dimethylurea) for controll- 
ing algae, One pound of cop- 
per sulphate should be used 
for each 100,000 gallons of 
water, A standard dugout 
(165 feet long x 65 feet 
wide by 12 feet deep) holds 
about 440,000 gallons of wat- 
er and would require 4 1/2 
pounds of copper sulphate, 
The first application should 
be done immediately after 
spring seeding and should 


Legislature revises 
Farm implement Act 


The Farm Implement Act 
was revised recently by the 
Alberta Legislature to make 
its implementation more 
effective. 

Under the revised act an 
implement dealer must now 
provide a suitable substitute 
implement, within areason- 
able time, to a purchaser 


The revised act also pro« 
vides for the licensing and 
bonding of farm machinery 
dealers, This amendment is 


designed to give farmers 
some assurance of the fin- 
ancial responsibility of such 
dealers, Financial respon- 
sibility is important in the 
event of a dispute involving 


tended to protect both the 
dealer and the farmer inthe 
event of a subsequent com- 
plaint, 

Finally, every sale agree- 
ment must now be recorded 
in writing, The details of the 
sale can then be confirmed 
if acontroversy should arise 
at a later date 


be followed by two or more 
treatments during the sum- 
mer as required, Inthe case 
of CMU, one spring treat- 
ment is necessary, The ree 
commended rate is two 
pounds per 100,000 gallons 
of water or nine pounds for 
a standard sized dugout as 
mentioned above, 

Either algicide can be dis- 
solved in several gallons of 
water and sprayed evenly 
over the surface of the water, 
The equipment should be 
well cleaned afterwards to 
prevent corrosion, Copper 
sulphate can also be used in 
powder form, The best way 
to apply the powder is to 
put it in a cloth bag (not 
burlap) and attach two 100 
foot cords to the bag, Then 
get somebody to stand onthe 
opposite side of the dugout 
and pull the bag back and 
forth across the entire water 
surface, Complete coverage 
of the surface is necessary 
because copper sulphate will 
not spread through the water 
by itself, 

If there are other aquatic 
weeds in the dugout, with or 
without algae, Mr. Glenn 
recommends using an app=- 


roved herbicide such as di- 
quat (Reglone ‘‘A’’) instead 
of copper sulphate, The rate 
suggested for a standard 
sized dugout is half a gallon, 
Instructions for application 
are on the container. If the 
water is turbid, treat it 
with aluminum sulphate be- 
fore using the herbicide. 

Staining of clothes and 
fixtures may be caused by 
algae, iron, bacteria or 
manganese, If only a small 
amount of iron is present, a 
chlorinator and activated 
carbon filter will reduce 
this problem, Mr. Glenn 
says. 

Hard water is caused by 
dissolved minerals like cal+ 
cium and magnesium, Keeps‘: 
ing the dugout free of weeds 
and any other refuse will 
help to reduce hardness and 
a water softener ca. be 
used to remove it. The soft- 
ener is installed to treat 
the water after it has passed 
through the carbon filter, 
For detailed information on 
water softening see your 
district agriculturist and 
ask for the publication 
“Treatment of Farm Water 
Supply. ’’
